The low population 
estimate stems from ORS’s 
assumption that public 
assistance recipients have 
left the state in the same 
proportion as the working 
population, O’Neill said. “In 
reality, Massachusetts has 
placed a large influx of 
immigrants on the public 
assistance rolls, although 
the ORS method, which 
measures only workers and 
their dependents, simply 
assumes a uniform 
migration rate for all 
categories of people.” 

“ORS underestimated 
'state and local tax collec¬ 
tions by $127 million, O’Neill 
continued, because it erred 
in converting calendar year 
data employed by the 
Commonwealth’s cities and 
towns until December 31, 
1972 into fiscal year data.

Promise Them Anything, But Give Them . . . 


Councilor Paul Query has 
been trying, since last Oc¬ 
tober, to get an answer to his 
inquiry about possible 
violations of the town 
building code. 

Query, a councilor-at- 
large, issued a written 
protest to Natalie George, 
chairman of the Planning 
Board, on October 30, 1974. 
In his letter he questions 
“certain violations of our 
town code which are 
presently occuring in the 
construction and-or lay-out 
of the Beekman Place 
condominiums. I do 
specifically refer to the side 
set-back requirements oi 
forty feet as required in 


paragraph (c), sec. 20-27.” 

The councilor also said in 
his letter “I believe this 
matter was first brought to 
your attention, in writing, 
from one of the abuttors, a 
Mr. James H. Chandler, and 
furthermore, it is my un¬ 
derstanding that the lack of 
action by your board is 
based upon the building 
inspector’s ruling that the 
basement entry-ways are 
not considered a part of the 
building proper. I contend 
that this ruling is in direct 
contravention to our zoning 
laws.” 

Query’s protest is based on 
a section of the town building 


code that states no building 
shall be located nearer than 
forty feet from a property 
line. 

The councilor maintains 
that “at the public hearing 
held by the previous Plan¬ 
ning Board in February, 1972 
a record of which may be 
found in the official tran¬ 
script of that meeting (pg. 
135), Mr. Bonavita did 
promise a buffer strip, free 
of all structures, for the 
protection of the Edward St. 
residents. I contend that, in 
no way, can this present lay¬ 
out be considered as a buffer 
strip when the forty feet is 
full of building structures 


and elevated concrete 
patios.” 

Query asked for a written 
opinion from the Planning 
Board “as to just what 
constitutes a buffer zone, as 
it has a direct bearing not 
only on these violations, but, 
also on Mr. Bonavita’s 
proposed Silver Hills zone 
change request, as well as 
all future buffer zone 
promises.” 

Another letter, dated 
January, 4, signed by 19 
residents on Edward St. and 
Patricia A. Query, 17 
Wyman St., and Councilor 
Query, was sent to the 
Planning Board requesting 


“a prompt and proper legal 
determination’’ on points 
made in Query’s first letter. 
The residents stated “we do 
believe Inspector Conte’s 
interpretation of these points 
to be completely erroneous 
and therefore constitutes an 
illegal violation of our rights 
as guaranteed to us through 
our zoning ordinances.” 

On January 12, Query sent 
another letter to the Plan¬ 
ning Board outlining ad¬ 
ditional facts concerning 
“the magnitude of the 
violations now occuring at 
the Beekman Place con¬ 
dominiums.” 

According to Query, he has 


not received a written reply 
from the Planning Board or 
from Building Inspector 
Joseph Conte. 

The councilor said he has 
discussed the alleged 
violations with Mrs. George, 
Mr. Conte and Town 
Counsel, Jay Posnik. 

Query says all three of¬ 
ficials have agreed that he is 
right but he has not received 
a written opinion from them 
and his constituents have not 
been offered any relief from 
the violations.

Deficiency Budget II 

1 lard on (he heels of the $22 
million deficiency budget 
passed by (he Mouse last 
week came another request 
for some $70 million. This 
second deficiency budget 
was mostly made up of 
welfare items, bills that 
have to be paid to cover the 
period up to May 31st of this 
year. 

Whereas the first budget 
had arrived with a fairly 
detailed list from the 
Governor indicating where 
the money to pay for it was 
lo be found, this second 
budget was accompanied by 
no such list. Much to our 
dismay revenue list was 
remov rom the first 
budget oy the Committee on 
Ways and Means, but the 
fact that this second budget 
did not even have such a list 
from the Governor at the 
time of its initial submission 
is even more disquieting. 

In the first place, this is a 
violation of Article 63, 
Sections 2, 3 and 4 of the 
state constitution, which 
require that all budgets be 
balanced and that they 
contain a statement “of all 
taxes, revenues, loans and 
other means by which such 
expenditures shall be 
defrayed.” 

In the second place, it is a 


violation of common sense. 
The Commonwealth is in 
dire fiscal straits. This is no 
time to be appropriating 
.money blindly without 
knowing where it will come 
from, or indeed whether it is 
there at all or will have to be 
created by new taxes. 

In the skeletal budget he 
submitted in January, the 
Governor indicated an 
available surplus of only 
$11.9 million. Obviously this 
is not going to cover 
deficiencies amounting to 
$92 million, so without new 
taxes, the money must be 
found from reductions in 
spending of money already 
appropriated from the 
various departments of state 
government. 

At the Ways and Means 
hearing on the $70 million 
deficiency, the Governor’s 
Secretary of Administration 
did give a general indication 
of which secretariats would 
yield up which amount of the 
total needed, but he did not 
come up with any really 
detailed figures. 

. Everyone agrees that the 
overall deficiency that must 
eventually be faced is huge. 
As long as we keep operating 
in the dark, appropriating 
piecemeal deficiency 
budgets, unsure of where the 
money is to pay for them, we 
will never know what the 
state's balance sheet really 
looks like. 

The main budget for fiscal 


1976 is already long overdue. 
Fiscal 1976 begins this July 
1975, and that date is getting 
close. Only when this main 
budget document is put 
together and made available 
will we be able to in¬ 
telligently tell where cuts 
can be made and how we can 
deal with the overall 
deficiency. 

Continuing to delay and to 
operate the state’s finances 
in the dark is apt to mean 
that when the day of 
reckoning finally comes, we 
will need more and higher 
new taxes.
